Our files of Eiigliuh piiport; by 'lIio 
Bparrowhawk arc only to Liio 3id of 
Marob. The ossonco of iho most itn" 
; portant news tbat thoy contuin baa 
"^een already reported by telegraph, 
and the only duty devolving upon the 
writer of this article is merely to 
eapply the details, and to express his 
opinions upon topics of mosti in- 
terest to the Colonial reader. The 
Fenian Bevolt, the Beform Bill and 
the Confederation Soheme occupy 
the atiention of the Baglisb.mind to 
the ezolasion of almost every other 
Bubjeet. "VVilh regard to the Fenian 
affair, we know, by cable, what a 
wretched, illadvisod and " ono-hc rso " 
outbreak it was. Sir John Falstuff's 
ragged crow must have boon gonilo-« 
moD in appearance and action compiu-od 
with those of some of lbs conspirators. 
The track was torn up on tho Great 
Souihorn and Western Hallway, and 
tbo guards carried oiY, and but for tbo 
loyalty of tho country people, who 
Bignallod tho advancing trains in time 
to slop them, great loss of Jifo would 
have eneued. Tbo Ballynockin polico 
barracks was attacked and fired. I'bo 
police guard were smoked out, and 
allowed to make an ogress by means 
of a ladder from one of tho top win- 
dows. Tho buildings wore dostrnyo i. 
A detachment of the 71st lufantiy 
overtook tho rebels at Bottle Hill, 
where thoy dispersed them and oap« 
^tfcnred four of their number. Partiou- 
^lars of the subsequent revolt will, 
perhaps, reach us by tho next mail. 
The details of tho Beform Bill, to 
which allusion has boon so often made 
in those columns, are contained in tho 
Times, of February 2Gib. It contains 
four "fancy franchiHoe," qualifying 
the man poesofisiog thcin to vote for 
the borough or county in which bo 
may bo resident. There are an cduca» 
tional franchifio, somewhat more ex- 
tended than that proposed in 1859, 
and franchises dependent on the dc^ 
posit of je30 in a t-aving'tf bank for 
twelve monthp, or on tho possession of 
£50 in the funds, or on tbo payraentol 
twenty shillings yearly in direct, taxes. 
In addition to thoso now franchises it 
is proposed that tbo existing uccupa. 
tion qaali&oationf^sboQld be lowered 
to a £20 rating qualification in coun° 
ties, and a £6 rating qualification in 
boroughs. Mr Disraeli estimated that 
'ihe fancy I'ranohiBes would add 124,- 
! 000, and tho reduction in the occupa- 
' tion qaalificalions would add 82,500 to 
the county., yoters, and that tho nurn< 
hers added' to' tbo borongh vOiOrs by 
the same moans would bo 8-2,000 and 
130,000 respectively. Tho dream of 
plurality of voting, which was ex- 
plained to mean tlie giving a voter an 
additional vote whore ho possessed ouo 
ol tho fancy qualilicatioiis besides an ou- 
CCnpatioD qualification, was abandon- 
ed. With relation to tlio disLribuiinn oi 
seats, it is proposed to dislranchise 
.^. absolutely, for corruption, Yarmouth, 
I^Xanoaster, Beigato, and Tutncn, so 
gaining seven seats, and to take a 
single seat from every double-inora^ 
bered borongh with a j)opulation ol 
less than 8000, by which twonty-Lliree 
seats more will bo gained — fourteen 
of which will be given to large noro- 
presented towns, chiefly in the Kortb, 
one to Torquay and fifteen seats to 
new County divisions. Tho domon« 
Btration of the London Boformols on 
V the lllh ia everywhere pronounced an 
* utter and complete failure. There is 
going to bo a mesa made of the Paris 
Exhibition. J^apoleon, fiudiiig tiiat 
his spectacle will cost, £l,r)OO,000, 
owing to Homo heavy jobbing, has or^ 
dered that each nation shall pay jjiirl 
ol its own expenses. So tlio llouso ol 
Commonn, wlucli expected to pay 
about £40,000, finds itsolt lut in for 
r. j£ll<^,000j and will have to pay abouf, 
■'v'.'jE40 000 more. Naturally the House i.s 
Bavage, and but for Mr Gladstone's 
'"^)p, poor Mr Hunt, who bus to ask 
"Tor the money, and who naturally does 
not want to scold tho Emperor, would 
hardly have got hia vole. He obtained 
it, however, and now there is a now 
trouble on hand. Tho "gasoraetor," 
as ,the Eoaperor himself calls it, is 
oonstruoted as if on purpose to burn 
tbo wonderful mass of troaauro it will 
contain, the insurunoe ofBcos fight shy 
of it, and somo groat oxhibitor.s arc 
frightened. Tho danger Hoeins to be 
of the gravest kind, «o grave as to al~ 
ford a hope that its very iinininonce 
will moko tho autbori Jes as careful as 
they aro in a powdor magnzinu. 
Lights, cigaiH, and hobnailed slioos 
onsbt all to bo equally and absolutely 
forbidden.

drift of which is that ho intends to 
unite Germany. Ho declares that 
Prpvidcnce had led the German people 
towards unity by ways they neither 
expected nor desired ; that tho Princes 
haT« boeo ready to meet tho require* 



moots of the Fatiiorland ; that be 
would have been equally ready, if 
"Providence Lad not called him to tho 
leadership of the Common wealth," Ho 
warned the Parliament of tho danger 
of altering tho draught of the Federal 
Fact, tho negotiations having shown 
him tho diflicully of oblnining the as- 
aorit of so many dilferenl Princes, As 
soon as tlio Coiihtitutiou was settled 
bo would open bis hands to llio South 
GeriiKin Slates, ofloring them a com-, 
billed guarantee for the security of all 
Germany, a customs' loaguo, and a 
common law for trade, aa tho bases of 
alliance. Ho trusted " that tho yearn- 
ing and striving of tbo latest gonoiv 
ations would bo roaliiiod in their com- 
mon work" Tlio draught to which 
the King alludes will be fiercely diss 
cussed, tho Liberals intending to sub- 
stitute tho raoro Democratio draught 
of 1848. Tbo King, however, with 
tbo oonpont of tbo Federal Council, 
can dissolve tbo Parliament, and tho 
compaiativo strength of parties is^un- 
cortain. It is believed that the balance 
of power depends on the votes of tho 
members from the minor States, but 
tho Parlioment is as yet very raw and 
uncertain of its own purposes. Do- 
baiing in tho French Chamber is got- 
ling sharper. 1> 11 ring a very useless 
debate on the legal right of th^ Em- 
peror to abolish tho discussion on the 
Address, which ended in a vote of 1^41 

10 25 in favor of the Emporor, M.Jules 
Favro told the J\linistor of State, " Wo 
hold everything at tho will of one 
man. You are no longer of your 
e|50ch. In tho inidttof Europe eman- 
cipated you believe yourself, or rather

The eleamer Xew '\Vo;ld, (Jaiit. Wiiisor, 
left our harbor on Good Friday uiorniug, at 
half-past BIX o'clock, with o party of cxcur- 
siimi.slH on board, numbering about 16pjper'«>;

Tbe U-.S. Ilev- 
entiQ Cutter Lincoln was in port, and the 
cjccursionists, as well as roturning Iho com- 
pliment lo tbo people of PortTownseud, gave 
the ofBcers and ciow of the cult6r a parting 
cheer. Port Ludlow wos shortly afterwards 
made. Tbo steamer stopping only to land 
ber mails, left but a short lirao to seo the 
great saw mill of Amos Phi:inoy.
